THE BAD BOY'S PA. 


George W. Peck in Denver—His 


Opinion of America's Lead- 


ing Humorists* 


Denver Tribune. 


George W. Peck, of The Milwaukee San, to 


in Denver, accornpanied by Ms wife, and will 
put in a week "seeing the sights" throughout 
Colorado. Mr. Pock is known far and wide 
throughout the world as the father of "The 
Bad Boy." The origin of "The Bad Boy" 
was an accident. Gome time lost summer 
his son one day told him that one of his 
olmms had played a good joke on his father, 
in sending a note to him signed "Daisy," re- 
questing a meeting, Tho old man, who is 
something of a masher, accepted the invita- 
tion, and strolled the streets half the night 
looking for his "mash." The boy told his 
mother, and there was a high old tune at 
home. Mr. Peck thought over the occur- 
rence and finally wrote it up, with consider- 
able imagination, and thus gave birth to 
what has since become a national character. 
For many years he has boon in journalism, 
in fact with the exception of the tune spent 
fighting for his country, he has never done 
anything else, for he is a graduate from "the 
eoso." When Brick Pomeroywas in New 
York Mr. Peck worked for him, and as one 
of his editorial writers made for himself a 
reputation as a humorist that has always re- 
mained. He might almost be called the 
father of "paragraphing," as for three years 
lie daily contributed a column o£ that class of 
woi k to Tho Democrat. From New York he 
went to La Crosse, Wisconsin, where ha had 
charge of Pomeroy's paper there. Ha then, 
in 1S74, established The Snn at La Crosse, 
which he finally moved to Milwaukee in 1878. 
His reputation as a humorist may be said to 
have been local until within the past three 
years. 


A Tribune reporter interviewed Mr. Peek 


regarding humor and'humorists, and the re- 
sult is given below. 


"This is something I know very little about, 


as those I have met I have seen very little 
of," said Mr. Peck, "My acquaintance with 
the humorists has been very small. I have 
never met Samuel'M. Clemens (Mark Twain), 
and I suppose be is the greatest American 
humorist, although the fact that he is wealthy 
now seems to me to detract somewhat from 
his later writing. When the business was 
now to him, ondrlie wrote fun as a liveli- 
hood, he saw the ludicrous side ol everything. 
Funny ideas came to him unsought; now that 
he is wealthy he has to search for funny 
things to write about; in other words, when 
a man makes all he wants he loses his ambi- 
tion " 


"Whom do you consider to be the best 


newspaper humorist?" "I have considered Bob 
Buvdette the best, but during the last year or 
two he has been in, the lecture field and has 
not written so much, because he has been 
constantly tired out, riding from one state to 
another on freight trains to meet engage- 
ments. Everything that Burdett writes is 
good and nothing is bod." 


"How do yon like Lewis (M. Quad), of The 


Detroit Free Press?" 


"Lewis is probably the most prolific writer 


of all the humorists, and holds out remark- 
ably well considering the amount of work he 
does. For the last year he has been traveling 
a good deal in the south, writing letters of an 
historic nature about the war, which have 
no pretentious to be funny, although he works 
in a good many quaint jokes. He has made 
a good deal of money, and seems to like it 
real welL" 


"How does Bill Nye's style suit your 
"I like Bill Nye's writing as well as any 


humorist's in the country. He has a way of 
putting things that no one can imitate, and 
which ploases readers very much. H6 is at 
the present time in the position of the boy 
who bit off more plug tobacco than he could 
chow; he couldn't swallow it or spit it out, 
and it made him sick. He tried to edit a 
daily paper, a postoffice and a political cam- 
paign all at once, which is enough to kill any 
white man. He has been on the sick list for 
the last eight months, and he says himself 
that he is like the boy who was kicked in the 
face by a mule, whoso heels be was tickling, 
who asked his father if he thought he would 
over bo as pretty as ho was before, and the 
old man said he didn't think he would, but 
he would know a d— sight more. Bill Nye is 
a victim of over work, and he knows it, and 
says if ho gets over this spell he will never 
tickle the mule by trying to do four men's 
work again, and I think his -writings here- 
after will be better than ever, because he will 
confine himself to writing and let politics run 
themselves. 


"How about Bailey, of the Danburv 


News?" 


"I have seen nothing of his writings in the 


past eight years. He did a great deal of good 
writing the first year or two, but it was evi- 
dent to his friends that he struck a pocket 
mine and got all the pay ore out and retired. 
Ho is said to be a very nice gentleman, but 
was brought up to the newspaper business, 
and was not as liable to hold out as those 
who were educated to the profession?" 


"Who is the party who writes the novelties 


in Tho Chicago Tribune, who works in the 
horse reporter so muohf" 


"That is Henry Ten Eyck White, a son of 


Oeorgo Julius White, of Chicago. He is the 
sporting editor of the Tribune, and is proba- 
bly one of the best posted men on horse mat- 
ters in the United States. A couple of years 
ago, when he hod a little leisure time on his 
hands, he prepared a half column of "Lake- 
side Musings," in which he worked in one of 
these novelettes, some poetry, etc. The old 
Presbyterians who own and edit the Tribune 
were paralyzed when they saw a humorous 
article in that paper, and had serious thoughts 
of apologizing to their readers for it and 
reprimanding the young man; but the arti- 
cles attracted so much attention and were 
quoted so widely that Mr. White was re- 
quested to keep them up, which he has done 
since with the exception of a few months 
after a sad bereavement in his family. These 
articles are about as popular as anything of a 
humorous nature that ore being published at 
the present time." 


"Who writes the Spoopendyke articles to 


the Brooklyn Eagle?" 


"Stanley Huntley is the author of the 


Spoopendyke articles, as well as several dif- 
ferent styles of humorous articles thatappear 
in the Eagle and "Drake's Traveler's Maga- 
zine," ot which he is editor."

Welch was ticket seller as well as 
operator, but a boy of hia own age 
was recently installed in the ticket 
office. 
"Here is an important sta- 


tion," says the Bristol Press, "one 
where two railroads cross, which was 
in charge of two boys. The bag- 
gage master is a man of gray hairs. 
The boys held the lives of hundreds 
of people in their hands; the old 
man looked after the trunks." An 
accident under precisely similar cir- 
cumstances was prevented at Bristol 
about a week ago only because the 
operator succeeded in signaling a 
freight train to stop after he had 
sent it on its way in forgetfulness of 
a dispatch ordering him to hold it

Sunstroke is caused by excessive 


heat, and especially if the weather is 
"muggy." It is more apt to occur 
on the second, third or fourth day of 
a heated term than on thafirat Loss 
of sleep, worry, excitement, close 
sleep mg rooms, debility, abuse of 
stimt'iants, predispose to it. It is 
more apt to attack those working in 
tho STIC, and especially between .the 
houni of 11 o'clock in the morning 
and -t o'clock in the afternoon. Have 
as cool sleeping rooms as possible. 


Avoid loss of sleep and all unne- 


cessary fatigue. 
If 
working in- 


doorif, and where there is artificial 
heat laundries, &c., see that the 
room is well ventilated. If working 
in tho sun, wear a light hat, not 
blade, as it absorbs the heat, straw, 
&c., and put inside of it on the head1 
a wet cloth or a large green leaf; fre- 
quently lift the hat from the head 
and see that the cloth is wet 
Do 


not check perspiration, but drink 
whai. water yon need to keep it up, 
as perspiration prevents the water 
from being overheated. Have, when- 
ever possible, an additional shade, as 
a thin umbrella when walking, a can- 
vas or board cover when working in 
the ann. 


When much fatigued do not go to 


worJj, but be excused from work, es- 
pecially after 11 iu the morning on 
very hot days, if the work is in the 
sun. If a feeling of fatigue, dizzi- 
nesw, headache, or exhaustion occurs, 
ceai.e work immediately, lie down in 
a ehady and cool place, apply cold 
cloths to and pour cold water over 
head and neck 


If any one is overcome by the 


heat, send immediately for the near- 
est good physician. While waiting 
for the physician, give the patient 
cold drinks of water or cold black 
teaj or cold coffee, if able to swallow. 
If the skin is hnt and dry, sponge 
with or pour cold water over the 
body and limbs, and apply to the 
hend pounded ice wrapped in a towel 
or other cloth. If there is no ice at 
hand, keep a cold cloth on the head, 
and pour cold water on it, as well as 
well as on the body. Is the person 
pa'ie, very faint and feeble, let him 
inhale ammonia for a few seconds, 
or give him a teaspoonful of aro- 
mntie spirits of ammonia in two ta- 
blcspoonfnls of water with a little 
sugar.

GENERAL NEWS. 


A Terrific Explosion of Nitro-Glycer- 


ine in Ohio. 


An Interesting 'Herder Trial—A Fero- 


cious Dog and a Venomous 


Snake—Unprovoked Crimes 


—Casualties—Suicides. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 18.—About i 


o'clock Monday afternoon the residents of 
Ncwburg and the southern portion ot the 
city wore startled by a terrific explosion. 
Glass in the windows of the 
stores and 


houses in the Eighteenth ward and vicinity 
was shattered by the concussion, and the 
the sidewalks were covered with fragments. 
Great excitement prevailed among the peo- 
ple of that section, who were at a loss to 
know what had caused the terrible shock. 
Tbe explosion was soon found to have oc- 
curred at the Ilerculcs Powder works, a 
poiuleroitt tank of nitro-glyceritie, having 
cau ;ht fire and blown up. The breaking 
out of the fire afforded »n opportunity for 
the men to run away, but one, Joshua Gil- 
ford, being latallylmjured. In the produc- 
tion ol glycerine an iron tank is used Into 
which 
the 
acid and other ingredi- 


ents of which it is composed are put. In 
the center of this is a coil of pipe through 
which water flows. It is supposed that a 
small leak in this pipe Ipcrmitted some of 
the water to escape into, the tank. The 
water coming into contact with* the acid 
produced excessive heat, and the acid com- 
menced to boil; it rose to the top of the 
tank.andsoon ran over on to the floor. 
Gifford sawlthe action of tho dangeious 
material, and knowing the'probable result 
started to run out of the building. Tho 
acid on the floor was slippery, and the man 
tell while running. While in this position 
the explosion occured. The floss to the 
building and to windows for miles around 
will amount to several thousand dollars. 


Seleaco Convicting » Marderer. 


EJLMIKA, N. Y., July 18.—A verdict of 


murder in the first degree was rendered last 
evening against George Traverse, at Wells- 
boro, Pa., lor the killing of. Martha'Sylva, 
at Catlin Hollow, Pa., in April last. Tra- 
verse is thf first murderer ever sentenced 
to the death penalty in Tioga county, 
though a dozen or more have been tried 
there and either acquitted or found guilty 
in a minor degree, because of the popular 
local prejudice against capital punishment. 
Strangely enough, too, Traverse, whose 
trial has been one of the most interesting 
ever known in this section, was convicted 
wholly on circumstantial evidence. When 
tbo prosecution had nearly closed their case 
lostjafcweek 
the 
only 
direct evi- 


dence 
against 
Traverse 
was 
the 


testimony of Dr. T. S. Undegraf, of 
this city, that positive kno jvledge that the 
blood stains on the defendant's clothing 
n orn the day of the tragedy were those of 
human blood and cot of any other animal. 
This, with the fact that defendant toid 
contradictory stories and had been seen in 
company with the deceased woman just be- 
fore she was ribbed and thrown into a 
barn, which was subsequently burned over 
her bead, was all the prosecntlori had to 
work on, but at a later stage of the de- 
fci 10 a woman who was called for the sole 
puipose of showing friendly relations be- 
tween defendant and the deceased woman 
told so much as to completely overset the 
plan of defense and show that Traverse and 
.1 ictim were together a few minutes before 
the barn was burned in which her chaired 
remains wero found. Then It was shown 
thct the defendant had borrowed mutches 
just before the tragedy; that he had tiled 
to remove blood stains from bis garments, 
and then tricd-to conceal them. Tho Jury 
were civcn the case Monday evening, and 
after being out on deliberation twenty-four 
tioura, found Traverse guilty of murder in 
the first degree. The case attracted a great 
deal of attention, as Opdegraf, it is believ- 
ed, was the first scientist to swear positively 
that the stains were those of human blood 
and might not be those of some other re- 
sembling animal. He said he was enabled 
thus to swear by the superiority of his 
best microscopes, American and English 
instruments, costing $1,650. 


Didn't Pay Up. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—The general expec- 


tation was that $450,000 would be disbursed 
to Peter MeGeoch's creditors yesterday, 
and there was considerable disappointment 
when it was found that the cash had not 
arrived. "The creditors 
of McGcocb, 


Evcringbam & Co. were not paid off ycster- 
duv." said J. E. Bensley, the receiver of 
tho firm, "but the money is expected from 
Milwaukee before the end of the week, and 
directly it comes the creditors will ba 
paid. There was a little difficulty with 
some of the bunks, who wero unwilling to 
i:nc up their collaterals on the ground 
that the 50 cents payments should be simply 
ci edited on the deficit, but that matter was 
all satisfactorily arranged. 1 have heard 
nothing of a report crediting one of the 
banks with losing $50,000 through fold- 
ing on to its collaterals, through the de- 
cline as spoken ot in a morning paper, 
yet such j. thins; might occur and I not 
know it." 


Bitten by a BMtMtutBke. 


PINK BUJFI?, Ark., July 18.—Early yes- 


terday morning while a laborer on Adam 
Fredericks' farm, two miles from town, 
was walking backwards in the row hoeing 
cotton a huge rattlesnake, eight foct long,
